AMERICA GETS 
GOLD BULLION 
FROM FRANCE 


Shipment Is Part of Plan 
to Build Up the Gold 
Reserve Abroad. 


By SISLEY HUDDLESTON 
By Special Cable 
“PARIS, Jan. 25—An explanation 
is given here regarding $24,000,000 
in gold bullion which will reach 
America from France. The first ship- 


ment of $4,000,000 in ingots was made 
a few days ago, and the other $20,- 
000,000 is on the Rochambeau. Its 
presence in the vaults of the Federal 
Reserve Bank naturally gives rise to 
speculation as, to the purpose for 
which it is intended. Generally the 
shipment is part of a pldn to build 
up the gold reserve abroad before 
returning to the gold standard with 
a revalorized franc. 

The Bank of France states that 
the gold represents part of the 
value of gold and silver coins which 
were recently purchased from the 
French public, The bank has taken 
from the reserves an equivalent 
amount of unminted money. In ex- 
change for gold bars, the bank re- 
ceived in dollars an equal sum. 
While it is left in America it will 
bear interest for the benefit of the 
French Treasury. 

It is declared that such an opera- 
tion is not exceptional. The present 
transaction is only distinguished by 
the high figure involved. In French 
money, at the present rate, it is 500, 
000,000 francs, But recently France 
has obtainetl Credits reaching 2,000- 
000,000 francs. 

Various means have been em- 
ployed, There have been loans, espe- 
Clally by official bodies like the state 
railways and the Paris municipality 
in Switzerland, Holland and other 
countries with a high currency, and 
thus dollars and florins and Swiss 
franca accumulated, often in ex- 
change for internal payments effected 
in paper francs, 


Definite Move Toward Peace 
With Mexico Urged in Senate 


Author of Robinson Arbitration Resolution Sees 


Loss to United States by Present Course 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (4)—As 
the dispute with Mexico gave indica- 
tions today of moving toward a cli- 
max, Congress renewed its consider- 


ation of ways and means for giving 
President Coolidge the benefit of its 
advice. 

A resolution proposing arbitration 
was brought up in the Senate with 
the backing of Joseph T. Robinson 
(R.), Senator from Arkansas, the 
Democratic floor leader, and of Wil- 
liam E. Borah (R.), Senator from 
Idaho and chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee but it encount- 
ered a formidable opposition led by 
James A. Reed (D.), Senator from 
Missouri. 

At the same time the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee agreed to 
hold hearings Friday on the Fair- 
child resolution proposing that the 
House indorse the President’s Nica- 
raguan-Mexican policy. This action 
was taken over the protest of sev- 
eral Democratic members, who con- 
tended the resolution was simply a 
“me too” proposal and that hearings 
would be a waste of time. The 
Democrats again sought to have the 
committee call Frank B. Kellogg, 
Secretary of State, for questioning, 
but that question was not decided.

LONDON, Jan. 25 ) — About 
12,009 men, supported by artillery, 
armored cars and equipment, and 
under the command of a  sea- 
soned warrior, Maj.-Gen, John Dun- 
can, will soon be on the way to 
China. They are being sent to de- 
fend the British concession in 
Shanghai if the Chinese adopt a 
belligerent attitude there.

Two proposals were pending with 
the board, one by W. F. Kenny and 
associates of New York, and another 
jointly by J. H. Winchester & Co., 
present operators of the American 
Merchant Line, and Gibbs Brothers, 
Inc., both of New York. Neither con- 
templated immediate purchase of the 
Leviathan and sister ships, but the 
chartering of the passenger vessels 
and the outright purchase of the 
freight ships of the American Mer- 
chant Line. 

The chairman of the board em- 
Phasized that the board has not con- 
sidered readvertising the ships for 
sale and that it was its intention 
to continue to operate the lines 
through the Emergency Fleet Cor- 
poration. |

Judge Thayer Dismisses the 
Charge Against Landlord 
in Liquor Case 


WORCESTER, Mass., Jan. 25 (P 
“Ignorance of the law excuses no 
one,” the common law bulwark of 
all penal codes, lacks the element 
of justice, according to Justice 
Webster Thayer. 

As a result of this opinion ex- 
pressed by him yesterday in superior 
criminal court, legal notices served 
on Worcester County landlords in 
thé future „. them to eject 
tenants convicted of violation of the 
ligvor laws, will contain a copy of 
the statute governing such cases. 

This suggestion was prompted by 
the plea made yesterday by the 
defendant in the case of Common+ 
wealth vs. George C. Blanchard, 
more than years a proprietor of 
a large market, who pleaded igno- 
rance of the statute. 

In filing the case Judge Thayer 
said: : 

„It is presumed that everybody 
knows the law, but that is not so. 
The supreme judicial court of this 
State says the judges of this court 
don't know the law. Why not have 
a copy of this statute printed on the 
notice given aeman. Why should a 
landlord have to run to a lawyer 
and pay him a fee to find out what 
the notice is? Put it in there so a 
man can read it. 

“Who knows what Section 79, 
Chapter 138 means? I have no sym- 
pathy for a man who violates the 
law, but he is entitled to know what 
law he is violating. File the case.” 


VELOCITY OF LIGHT 
TO HAVE NEW TEST 


Beams to Be Sent 82 Miles 


Between Mountains 


* 

POMONA, Calif. (Special Corre- 
spondence)—Powerful beams of light 
will soon flash across the 82 miles 
separating the peaks of Mt. Wilson, 
near Pasadena, and Mt. San Jacinto, 
on the edge of the desert some miles 
southeast of Riverside, in a new 
series of experiments for measure- 
ment of the speed of light. 

Dr. Albert A. Michelson, who has 
been studying the velocity of light 
since 1880, will be in charge of the 
measurements. Last summer Dr. 
Michelson reached the. conclusion 
that light travels at a rate approxi- 
mating 186,173 miles per second. His 
experiments at that time were 
carried on by means of lights flashed 
from Mt. Wilson to Mt. San Antonio, 
13 miles north of this city. 

Dr. Michelson has just returned to 
southern California to resume his 
work here, which will be carried on 
with the aid of revolving mirrors 
having 8, 12 and 16 facets.

KEEN BIDDING 


New York-Chicago Contract 
Sought by Three Compa- 
nies—No Subsidies Given

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24—Commer- 
cial aviation has reached the stage 
where keen competition is developing 
for the New York-Chicago air mail 
contract, for which three rival com- 
panies have submitted bids. The 
Postoffice Department has been oper 
ating the route on a mail only basis 
but is required by law to turn it 
over to a private company, which 
will be permitted to carry passen- 
gers, express and air-freight as well 
as mails. 

In the race for the contract is the 
Columbia Air Lines, New York; the 
Colonial Air Transport Company, 
New England and New York, and the 
National Air Transport, Inc., largely 
financed in Chicago. The Columbia 
group was organised on the eve of 
the present bidding, while the Colo- 
nial and National have been in the 
air transport field for some time. 

Columbia Bid Given 

The Columbia bid was found to be 
the lowest of the three, with a flat 
pound rate of $1.73. A provision in 
the law requires the Government to 
take into consideration the ability of 
the companies and their resources for 
carrying out the bids. The Colonial 
line bid $1.88 a pound, and National 
$1.98 a pound, and also an alterna- 
tive bid on a sliding scale basis, run- 
bs from $1.26 if the mail reached 

* a day, to $2.67 a pound 
— 700 pounds daily. The mail on 
the route has been averaging about 
1200 pounds daily. 

A feature of the situation is that 
no government subsidy is involved on 
this or on any route now let by the 
Government to private contracts.

It would solidify the 
Mexican people in resistance and 
result in the sacrifice of thousands 
who are not —— interested in 
the Mexican embroglio. 

“It would create throughout the 
Western Hemisphere schools in 
which hatred for the United States 
would be taught and foster alliances 
among our nelghbors which would 
constitute a perpetual menace to our 
commerce and to the safety of our 
nationals in every foreign country 
on the western continent,

Mr. Ruthenberg said that Mr. Kel- 
logg had exaggerated the importance 
of the Communists’ influence in 
Mexico.

The Communists in Mexico he 
numbered at 1000. In Nicaragua he 
said’ there was no Communist or- 
ganization nor any Communist or- 
ganization influence. “In Central 
America,” he said, “there are not 
more than 100 Communists alto- 
gether.” 

As perhaps best illustrative of the 
Mexican Government's attitude 
toward American Communists Mr. 
Ruthenberg recalled that it had not 
long since deported an American be- 
cause ot his Communist activities. 
This man was a member of the cen- 
trai government body of the Amer- 
ican Communist Party, and had been 
a resident in Mexico for three or four 
years, 

“Mexican Communists are not 
friendly to the Government of Mex- 
ico,” he said, “because it rep- 
resents a different type of govern- 
ment than that which they are work- 
ing to éstablish, We regard the 
Mexican Government as similar to 
the MacDonald Labor Government in 
England—and we fought that.”

How He Won Artists 


Fair dealing was, said Mr. Mayer, 
the formula used in procuring public 
acknowledgment of the talents of 
such artists as Paderewski, Melba, 
Paviova, Biman, Schumann-Heink, 
Caruso, Ysaye, Jean and Edouard de 
Reszke, Richard Strauss, de Pach- 
mann, Dusolina Giannini, and many 
others; all of them for a time under 
his management and some of them 
lifted by him from comparative ob- 
scurity. 

“First,” Mr. Mayer said, “a 
manager must recognize artists and 
not try to manufacture them.

NEW YORK TAX 
PLAN OPPOSED 


Republican Club Leaders 
Say Readjustment Due 
for Equalization

NEW YORK—The present tax sys- 
tem of New York State ia iInequita- 
ble and unsound, and should be re- 
adjusted to take into consideration 
the ability of different classes of 
taxpayers to contribute to the Gov- 
ernment's cost, according to speak- 
ers at a luncheon of the National 
Republican Club here. 

Under the present system, more 
than 80 per cent of the State's taxes 
are assessed against one-third of the 
wealth of the State, the heaviest bur- 
den falling on real estate and on 
small manufacturing plants, these 
speakers declared. The real tax 


problem of the United States today | 


is in the state capitols, county seats 
and city halls, since federal taxes 
have now been reduced to a point 
where, either from the standpoint of 
rates or of total volume, they no 
longer constitute an excessive bur- 
den for a nation as rich as the United 
States, they said. 

“From 1919 to 1924 Federal taxes 
were reduced by $1,974,000,000 a year, 


‘| while State and local taxes increased 


$1,847,000,000, and unquestionably 
are continuing to increase at a rate 
of probably not less than 10 per 
cent a year,” Ogden L. Mills, Repub- 
lican candidate for Governor at the 
last election, said. 

The steadily increasing cost of 
government was attributed to the 
fact that “the people of the United 
States are buying their government 
on the installment plan,” by Virgil 
Jordan, chief economist of the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board. 

About 10 per cent of the entire 
earnings of the American people, or 
about $8000,000,000 yearly, are ab- 
sorbed by the high cost of govern- 
ment, Prof. Wiliam B. Munro, chair- 
man of the division of history, gov- 
ernment and economics at Harvard 
University, said.

In the 3800 years since 
the existence of the General Court, 
there has never been a systematic 
treatment of the tax laws as a whole, 
but each kind of a tax has grown up 
by itself. There is need for a codi- 
fication of our tax laws into one 
soundly proportioned. system.”

The boys have not yet been chosen, 
but will be designated by leaders of 
the movement as representative 
Scouts, worthy of special honors, and 
will be accepted as qualified mem- 
bers of the Governor’s personal staff.

During their service they will be 
the only members of the Governor's 
staff not members of the United 
States Army. So far as is known, no 
organization of this kind has ever 
before been given this official recog- 
nition by a state government, the an- 
nouncement from Scout headquarters 
sets forth. 

Whenever Governor Weeks is 
present in the territory of any one 
of the councils, its official represen- 
tative on his staff will report imme- 
diately to the Governor and accom- 
pany him during his stay. 

The boys honored will be chosen 
by competition or selection. Only 
Eagle Scouts, boys having won the 
highest rank in Scouting, will be 
considered.

“typically representative boys of the 
finest kind, embodying the principles 
which have won recognition for 
the Boy Scout movement,” it was 
stated.

UTILITY VOTING 
CHANGE SOUGHT 


Director of Rock Island 
Line Favors Measure—B. 
& M. Protests Proposal 


N. L. Amster, a director of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Rallread 


Company, before the legislative com-

David A. Ellis, formerly a member 
of the State Department of Public 
Utilities, quoted Prof. W. Z. Ripiey 
of Harvard as stating that the pres- 
ent method of choosing directors of 
corporations has brought about «a 
situation under which a few banking 
houses dominate the great corpora- 
tions of the country.

VALUABLE TUBE 
DECISION GOES 
TO DEFOREST 


Court Awards and Crosley 


Management Make Po- 
sition Strong 


Another radio patent case has been 
decided in favor of Dr. Lee DeForest, 
a decision which makes the position 
of the independent radio tube man- 
ufacturer even more secure in his 
present advantageous position. This 
is the case instituted in 1924 by the 
General Electric Company against 
the DeForest Radio Company for the 
alleged infringement by the De- 


Forest Company of the Coolidge 
patent on ductile tungsten filament 
as used in radio tubes and incan- 
descent lamps. 

Closely preceding this decision a 
statement has been issued that the 
Supreme Court has refused to review 
the proceedings of the lower courts 
on the now famous regeneration case 
brought against Westinghouse, 
Sponsor of the Armstrong patent, 
The legal intricacies of this cane 
have become so involved that the 
court procedure seems somewhat 
hazy. ’ 

It would seem that there were 
other courts through which this case 
would have to go before being sub- 
mitted to the Supreme Court. In the 
meantime the Westinghouse Com- 
pany still evidently do not recognize 
that their Armstrong patent is in- 
valid, despite three court decisions 
against them, for they have recently 
started action against a New York 
/ yetailer for selling regenerative 
parts. 

The ups and downs of the De- 
Forest Company have been one of 
the interesting chapters in radio ro- 
mance, but with the above decisions 
granted, the years of struggle would 
seem to be well over. Reinforcing 
this statement is the newest action 
on the part of the board of directors 
in selling a large interest in this 
company to Powell Crosley Jr., Cin- 
cinnati radio manufacturer. 

Mr. Crosley has been called an in- 
dustrialist and production expert, 
but his real value seems to be in his 
merchandising ability. He has built 
up his low-priced set business to a 
point where he rates among the sec- 
ond or third manufacturer of radio 
sets in the United States. He has 
been combin'n~ first one company 
and then another, 

With the taking over of the De- 
Forest Company he has access to a 
long list of valuable patents and 
automatically goes into the tube 
business as the production of tubes 
has been an important part of the 
DeForest activities for years.

FAMOUS SILVER MINE 
HAS BEEN REOPENED 


RANDSBURG, Calif. (Special Cor- 
respondence)—With the discovery of 
a large ore body on a strata hereto- 
fore believed barren, operations have 
been resumed on the famous Kelly 
silver mine near this city. 

No ore has been taken from the 
mine for nearly two years, but with 
the unexpected find of a new and 
valuable body, a crew of 20 men has 
been employed. The Kelly mine has 
been prominent in California mining 
and desert history, and the new dis- 
covery is considered unusual because 
the ore was found on a 12-foot level 
in a sub-drift. 
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year one stands out as rather 
unusual due to the fact that 
the shielding used is only partial.

This points again to 
what is likely to be one of the popu- 
lar ideas in radio; that is, the audio 
unit in an isolated container with 
the power supply section.

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TANGIER TAXING 
PROBLEM EASIER 


Service Is Now Organized, 
Debts Mostly Paid, and 
Credit Balance Exists 


TANGIER (Special Correspond- 
ence)— The improvement that has 
taken place in the condition of Tan- 
gier’s finances may be realized by 
contrasting the present position with 
that which existed but 18 months ago. 
Prior to internationalization there 
were, in the main, only two loca) 
authorities empowered to levy taxes, 
or through the medium of which it 
was possible to raise revenue: (1) La 
Commission d’Hygiéne, and (2) the 
Public Works Department. 

The first of these was the authority 
nominated by that species of interna- 
tional government, under the sov- 
ereignty of the Sultan, which then 
existed in Tangier and to which ref- 
erence has already been made. The 
second was dependent on, controlled 
by, and directed from Rabat, and its 
work was almost entirely confined 
to making and repairing roads. La 


Commission d' Hygiene levied and 
colletted small taxes, such as market 
taxes, taxes on slaughtering animals, 
house taxes, etc., but so faulty was 
its system and so slack its methods 
that when the old régime was handed 
over to the new there were heavy 
bills to pay and no money with 
which to pay them. The public 
Works Department levied a “taxe 
speciale“ of 2 per cent ad valorem 
on imported goods, but it had been 
nearly all spent. 

The position, therefore, on Saas UB 
1925, showed a disorganized service 
and a practically empty treasury. 
Steps were promptly taken to get in 
the customs receipts, the house-tax, 
and the municipal receipts, so that, 
after seven months, the great bulk 
of the old debts of the former ad- 
ministration had been paid and there 
had become available a credit bal- 
ance of 4,000,000 francs. 

For 1927 it is believed: that esti- 
mated receipts will cover estimated 
expenditure without having to im- 
pose fresh taxation, but it seems 
likely, since an additional 3,000,000 
francs will be required for the serv- 
ice of the New Port and the railway, 
that additional taxation will become 
necessary in the next few years. The 
citizen of Tangier is said to be the 
most lightly taxed citizen anywhere, 
but whether this will render addi- 
tional taxation less displeasing is 
another matter. 

A handicap on the finances of the 
Tangier international zone lies in the 
fact that though it has to bear the 
heavy charges incidental to 
building of a port, it can only collect 
and retain for itself the custom 
duties on goods actually consumed th 
or imported into that szone—the 
duties on goods consumed in or con- 
signed to the two other zones being 
paid over to them. 

Thus, though. increased traffic 
through the port will doubtless in- 
crease the general prosperity of the 
town and so have its effect on the 
budget, the direct revenue resulting 
from the customs dues on goods re- 
ceived for the French and Spanish 
zones through the port, escapes, 
despite the fact that the whole cost 
of the port, in addition to the cost of 
its services falls on the international

VIENNA (Special Correspondence) 
—Alcohol interests are making a

business the 20 “no-alcohol” res- 


and 5000 persons patronize these 
establishments daily. 


Frau Dr. Schwarzwald, in speak- 


ing to a representative of The Chris- 


tion Science Monitor, said that she 
had already been offered a sum ex- 
ceeding 350,000 from these same 
alcohol organizations for her res- 
taurants, which would then be closed 
or run on different lines. This she 
absolutely refused. No profits accrue 
to anyone, and there should be no 
losses. Such is the basis on which 
she established these kitchens. The 
idea was originally to maintain res- 
taurants where no alcohol could be 
bought, where the food was very good 
but extremely cheap. 

In March, 1917, the first Schwarz- 
wald kitchen, under tne auspices of a 
society with the name Gemein- 
schaftsktiche,’ was opened. The 
number increased eventually to 30 in 
Vienna, although this has now 
dropped back to 20. With the ex- 
perience necessary behind her, Frau 
Dr. Schwarzwald was commissioned 


by the Oesterreichische Freundeshilfe 


to go to Germany in October, 1923, 
and open kitchens similar to those in 
Vienna. There are now six there, 
and these are reported to be doing 
well. 

With Frau Dr. Marie Stiasny, who 
is in charge of the Vienna Gemein- 
schaftskiichen, the Monitor rep- 
resentative visited several of the 
Schwarzwald restaurants, in dif- 
ferent districts. The most striking 
features were the cleanliness of the 
places, the appetizing food, and the 
remarkable cheapness of the meals. 
If a card is taken out, a dinner a day 
can be had of meat, vegetable, and 
dessert, for 10 cents each. This is the 
lowest price. For 25 or 30 cents a 
four-course dinner is served. 

Some of the restaurants are more 
than paying their way, others are 
frankly losing propositions. To close 
these latter, however, would cost 
$14,000 alone on account of the pay 
and pensions which would be re- 
quired for the employees dismissed. 
Vienna, it must be recalled, has a 
very great number of unemployed. 
It has also a municipal government 
which is thoroughly Socialist. To 
dismiss an employee is in itself dis- 
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tinctly difficult since the employees 
must agree first if this step is essen- 
tial. Then comes the pension, which 
must be paid. Lately, the munic-

LONG while ago, a woman who 
was designing some  ‘ittle 
trifles, the kind that sold is 
hotel gift sales, used to need boxes 
in which to lay the bagatelles of her 
needle, So she made a habit of go- 
ing to the shops over on the East 
Side, where haberdashery was sold, 
to procure the empty boxes; and 4 
friend of hers in the wallpaper busi- 
ness used to present her with rolls 
of wallpaper with which she covered 
them. Her assistant was a young 
woman, also skillful with the needle. 
This neighbor, friend and assistant, 
met another woman, who had in- 
vented a new kind of laundry bag, 
and seeing the boxes, asked whether 
they might not have together a box 
and bag shop, where they would sup- 
ply these containers for every occa- 
sion and need. The business was 
started and although the bags are 
no longer made, the boxes are manu- 

factured in astonishing variety. 
When a customer needs a cer- 
tain kind of dbox, all that is neces- 
sary to do is to go to this woman 
and have one designed, covered and 
made, unless among the innumerable 
boxes already there she finds what 


she wants. 

There are small shoe cabinets, 
made to hold half a dozen pairs, and 
an improved model contains a drawer 
for stockings as well. They are con- 
structed of beaver board, with a steel 
enforcement along the edges for end- 
leas wear, and a stout lining. They 
may be covered with imported wall- 
paper, Dolly Varden, shrimp-colored 
Chinese paper, or whatever decora- 
tive medium the customer selects 
from among the samples shown. The 
final finish ja lacquer, which may be 
wiped off with soap and water.

Such are typical illustrations of 
the Elizabethan vision of the New 
World. Then after permanent settle- 
ments developed as the realization of 
these dreams or as refuge from re- 
ligious persecution, the tone of rhap- 
sody changes to a more sober recog- 
nition of the actual labor entailed in 
hewing a new civilization out of wil- 
derness. This is the attitude of sober 
observers like Milton, who repre- 
sented England as a mother dis- 
tressed at the sight of her children 
exposed to “the savage deserts of 
America.” But he acknowledged the 
opportunity for a new birth of free- 
dom as voiced by George Herbert in 
the lines, 


Religion stands on tiptoe in our land, 
Ready to pass to the American 
atrand, 


Aa the settlement of the seaboard 
increased steadily in the next cen- 
tury, and the new colonists devel- 
oped the sentiment of independence 
and’ self-sufficiency, another feeling 
‘arose in the mother country. As was 
res natural in an age absorbed in fash- 
jonable refinements, a cruder and 
more homely society inspired a cer- 
tain accent of condescension if not 


derision. Against this Burke directed 


his prophetic warning: 

“There is America, which at this 
day serves for little more than to 
amuse you with stories of savage 


Imon and uncouth manners, yet shall 


show itself equal to the whole of 


that commerce which now ‘attracts 


the SUNY 2 the world.” 

But Burke“s epéchat plea for con- 
cilfation’ fell upon \ politically deaf 
ears and the epochal separation was 
wrought, but in revolution. Then it 
was that a new and sustained out- 
burst of enthusiasm hailed the tri- 
umph of democracy. Almost every 
English poet during the period of the 
first half century of the young na- 
tion’s existence Voiced his, convic- 
tion that the star of new hopes had 
risen. As we might predict, Burns 
was most ardent in his rejoicing and 
wrote a number of poems of calebra- 
tion. In the “Ode for General Wash- 
ington’s Birthday” he sings: 


No Spartan tube, no Attic shell, 
No lyre Tolian I awake. 
T is Liberty's bold note I swell: 
Thy harp, Columbia, let me take! 
See gathering thousands, While I 
sing... . 
They shout a people freed! They 
hail an Empire sav'd! 


Shelley expressed the same ardent 
beliefs in a number of passages of 
which certain stanzas in “The Re- 
volt of Islam” are the most notable. 


That land is like an eagle whose 
young gaze 
Feeds in the noontide beam, whose 
golden plume: Y 
Floats moveless on the storm, and 
in the blaze

Most impressive of all these poetic 
peans of joy is Blake’s rhapsody 
“America,” which is perhaps the 
most intelligible of his cryptic pro- 
phetical books.” 

These poets — impractical vision- 


-|aries as they are—-show themselves 


wiser than the practical politicians, 
do they not? At all events they ex- 
press the deepest emotfons of the 
people, as politicians do not. A great 
tradition is this which stands forth 
in the record of England's vision of 
her opportunity on a new continent 
—a tradition four centuries old, and 
more powerful today than ever be- 
fore. During four centuries English 
literature hag borne testimony to the 
conviction that the same star of des- 
tiny if not the same star of empire 
shines upon the old country and the 
new. 

Not only the poets but the most 
scholarly historians arise to bear 
witness to the same profound belief, 
based not upon intuition but upon 
the logic of facts. As we began with 
the reference to one of the most emi- 
nent American historians, we may 
properly appeal to one of the great- 
est of English historians whose bril- 
liant narrative rises to the level of 
literature. In a passage inspired by 
the finest. traditions of British elo- 
quence John Richard Green de- 
clared: 

“From the hour of American inde- 
pendence the life of the English peo- 
ple has flowed not in one current, 
but in two; and while the older has 
shown little signs of lessening, the 
younger has fast risen to a greatness 
which has changed the face of the 
world.. . . But distinct as these cur- 
rents are. every year proves more 
clearly that in spirit the English | seemed 
people is one.. The distance t 
parted England and America lesse 
every day.”

A lighthouse now sends forth benefi- 
cent rays bringing to the heart of 
the mariner returning from distant 
lands, a thril¥-of joy because it is the 
sign that not far distant lle the 
calm waters ‘of the Forth and— 
home! 
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When Somathine Reminds Us 


“Among the most touching things 
in Audubon's diary,” says his biog- 
rapher, Buchanan, “are the brief ex- 
clamations of joy when something in 
a strange city—a flock of wild ducks 
overhead in London, a gathering of 
pigeons on the trees of Paris—re- 
minds him of the life of wood and 
plain.” According to John Bur- 
roughs, the service Audubon ren- 
dered to ornithology surpansed per- 
haps the work of any other one man 
who ever liyed, and in those brief 
exclamations of joy is seen his pas- 
sion of nature, which burnt within 
him wherever he was. 

It was of necessity rather than 
choice that he found himself in 
London and in Paris. He would have 
preferred to be hard at work in the 
woods he loved at home. He had to 
sell his drawings, and in those days 
Europe offered a better market than 
America. 

He tells us how in London he 
would paint all day and sell his 
work during the dusky hours of 


evening as he walked through the. 


Strand and other streets, “popping 


in and out” of shops, and “never 
refusing the offers made me for the 
pictures I carried quite fresh from 
my easel.” It was under circum- 
stances such as those that every now 
and then he would utter exclama- 
tions of joy over some nature hap- 
pening that reminded him of his 
woods. 

Stock 8 roosted in the trees 
ot the gardens of the Tuileries. They 
arrived about sunset, he says, set- 
tled at first on the highest trees and 
driest naked branches, then grad- 
ually lowered themselves to the 
trunks of the trees and the thick- 
est part of the foliage and remained 
there all night. At daybreak they 
left, ing off in a northerly direc- 
tion. Blackbirds did the same and 
were extremely noisy before dark. 
“The mountain finch,” he notes, 
“passes in scattered numbers over 
5 at this season, going north- 
erly.’ 

Such are his observations on a 
late October day. The glimpse of 
those familiar birds makes him less 
forlorn. Because of them, things 
wear a more friendly aspect. Such 
experiences come to exiles, often in 
unexpected places. One who recently 
visited Palestine made a pilgrimage 
to the River Jordan. For many years 
he had eagerly desired to see that 
river. He had some dream river in 
his thought and the actual muddy. 
stream disappointed him. As he 
turned away a lark arose pouring its 
liquid melody over the scene. That 
familiar song made all the difference. 
The place seemed less strange and 
less disappointing. He rejoiced to 
think that the same birds sang there 
as in England. 

A flower can minister to us in 
that way not less authentically than 
a bird's song. A young officer in 
Gallipoli wrote in one of his letters 
about the birds and flowers of the 
place and their ministry to him. 
“With few exceptions,” he said, “the 
birds around here are such as you 
would meet. with on any English 
countryside. Magpies fiy from tree 
to tree in flocks of five or six. 
Whinchate scold from the top of juni- 
per busbes, pied wagtails run lightly 
at the margins of the creeks, and the 
— flits across your path as 
you — ye graeme the low serub. It

just after seeing a robin, I 1 see 
upon a daisy. It flowered a

little clearing among the alien 
growths of prickly lea ved dwarf oak 
and juniper.” 

A single daisy made the place 
seem more like home—stirred in him 
sweet thoughts and sunny memories. 

For all the things that thus make 
us lift up our hearta—that make a 
place of exile seem more like home, 
should thanks be given. Necessity 
leads us hither and thither on the 
earth—and how great is the mercy 
that makes possible the gathering of 
precious memories round nature's 
simple, familiar things—a bird's note 
or a flower’s face, 


Romance of the Cactus 


The cactus plant is full of adap- 
tive devices. The desert is its chosen 
home. That is the only place in 
which it grows wild. Where water is 
so scarce the cactus has learned the 
precious lesson of thrift. It has, in 
the course of centuries, discovered 
how to provide against not a rainy 
but a very dry day. Mr. Grant Allen 
called it the camel of the vegetable 
world because of its secret of storing 
water. Its stem is thickened and 
covered with a protective skin which 
resists evaporation. When the brief 
rainy season comes round, the 
cactus loses no time in filling its 
storage cells with water. With these 
supplies it can hold out through 
months of drought. 

The cactus has also learned the 
necessity of guarding its water sup- 
ply. Instead of leaves, which would 
be useless, it has spines; all its 
strength has gone into defense. It 
has turned the lovely innocence of 
leaves into miniature daggers. Vast 


areas, like the deserts of Australia, 
are characterized by such a spiny 
flora, 

Yet the ultimate fact about thorns 
is that under cultivation thorns 
often disappear. Several fruit trees, 
apple and pear, in the wild state are 
thorny. Cultivation has emancipated 
them from the thorn habit. Not a 
few modern plant conversions have 
their origin in this nature of the 
thorn. 

After years of patient experiment, 
Luther Burbank—the plant wizard 
he has been-called—a very human 
and kindly wizard—produced a cac- 
tus with thorns. He saw the pos- 
sibilities, He recognized the plant's 
fine qualities, thriftiness and hardi- 


hood, and felt that if he could only 


breed out the thorns the plant might 
have a future and a hope. It was no 
easy task. The old habits ingrained 
through centuries of struggle were 
desperately stubborn. For ten years 
he experimented with different vari- 
eties, each of which had some spe- 
clally desirable characteristic. The 
seeds of these he planted in thou- 
sands of prepared beds and experi- 
mented upon. 

At last, after ten years, there was 
produced a giant cactus with leaves 
instead of thorns, and bearing a new 
and edible fruit quite different from 
anything tasted before. The leaves 
also are a good cattle food. 

That is one of the most curious 
of plant romances. It looks like the 
beginning of the conquest of the 

desert, whose dry wastes may be- 
come granaries of food for man and 
beast. 

Thorns changing into leaves and 
fruit open up almost boundless pos- 
e of usefulness for the desert.

One of Sir Joshua’s 
Portraits: 


Yesterday, at Mr. Colnaghi’s, I saw 
a print lying on the table, the en- 
graving of one of Sir Joshua's por- 
traits. It was the picture of a lady 
some five or six and twenty years of 
age. The face is peculiar, sprightly, 
tender, a little obstinate. The eyes 
are very charming and intelligent. 
The features are broadly marked; 
there is something at once homely 
and dignified in their expression... . 
A few pearls are mixed with the 
heavy loops of hair; two great curls 
fall upon the sloping shoulders; the 
slim figure is draped in light folds 
fastened by jewelled bands, such as 
those which people then wore. A 
loose scarf is tied round the waist. 
Being cold, perhaps, sitting in Sir 
Joshua's great studio, the lady has 
partly wrapped herself in a great fur 
cloak. The whole effect is very good, 
nor is it an inconvenient dress to sit 
still and be painted in. How people 
lived habitually in such clothes I 
cannot understand. ... This little 
head, of which I am now writing, has 
certainly a character of its own. Al- 
though it was great Sir Joshua him- 
self who painted Miss Angel—so her 
friends called her—and set the stamp 
of his own genius upon the picture. 
although the engraver has again 
come between us to reproduce the 
master’s impression; beyond their 
art, and across the century that sep- 
arates the lady from the print lying 
on Mr. Colnaghi’s table, some feeling 
of her identity seems to reach one 
still as one stands in the shop, after 
years of other things and people; an 
identity which seems to survive, in 
the mysterious way in which people’s 
secret intangible feelings do outlive 
the past, the future...and even 
success itself. 

Some lives have in them a quality 
which may perhaps be compared to 
that secret of which the early Vene 


tians knew the mystery—some secret 
of light, some sweet transparent, gift 
of colouring, a hidden treasure of 
hope shining through aftershadow.

Mental Food

ROBABLY everyone can recall 

having read in his youth some 

‘ook which had a profound in- 
fluence. on his life. The writer re- 
members his great interest in stories 
of achievement, and sometimes shud- 
ders at the narrow margin which kept 
him from striving to emulate some 
bandit or other, rather than, for in- 
stance, the emancipator, Lincoln. 

Reading if a great molder of 
thought; and how careful we should 
be to choose the proper mental food! 
We are meticulous about our mate- 
rial food: nothing wnclean or cor- 
rupt, materially, passes ouf lips, and 
the greatest care is exercised to sup- 
ply only the freshest, choicest, most 
wholesome edibles, free from taint or 
suspicion of impurity. In fact, the 
“pure food law” has been hailed as 
one of the greatest achievements of 

velt’s administration. However 
. this enactment may have 
been in the material realm, so called, 
the fact remains that many of the 
reading public fail to realize the great 
power for good or evil which is 
wielded in the mental realm by the 
newspaper, magazine, theater, and 
screen. 

The impurity imbibed from daily 
reading and amusements is often far 
more harmful than poor physical 
food would be. Indeed, we should 
give greater care to our thinking than 
to our eating. Jesus said, Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall 
eat, or what: ye shall drink.” And 
Paul wrote in his message to the 
Philippians, “Finally, brethren, what- 
soever things are true, whatsoever 
things are honest, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, what- 
soever things are of good report; if 
there be any virtue, and if there be 
any praise, think on these things.” 

While it is true that adults are in 
most cases not so susceptible to in- 
fluence as children, there is no doubt 
that the same mental food which in 
youth makes for a bandit or a Lincoln 
may, in a person of riper years, de- 
termine how he will vote in an elec- 
tion or on a jury, how he will react 
to the social, domestic, and business 
problems of life, whether he will sur- 
mount or succumb to temptations. 
“Ag he thinketh in his heart, so is 
he,” we read in Proverbs. 


At least as early as 1883 Mary 
Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, realized 
the necessity of selective reading. In 
that year she wrote (Miscellaneous 
Writings, p. 7): “Looking over the 
newspapers of the day, one naturally 
reflects that it is dangerous to live, 
so loaded with disease seems the very 
air. These descriptions carry fears to 
many minds, to be depicted in some 
future time upon the body. A periodi- 
cal of our own will counteract to 
some extent this public nuisance; 
for through our paper... we shall 
be able to reach many homes with 
healing, purifying thought.“ 

The writer experienced in a great 
measure the fear resulting from the 
daily reading of an average news- 
paper during the World War and the 
reconstruction period. The news of 
the day was so foreboding, so uncer- 
tain and contradictory, with so great 
an accent on the erroneous, that each 
day was begun with a heavy burden. 
Much work was required to remove 
discouragement and weakness through 
the knowledge that God is good and 
omnipresent. But after substituting 
The Christian Science Monitor for the 
other newspapers, he felt uplifted 
rather than burdened, and took up 
his daily work with joy and assur- 
ance. 

On pages 273 and 274 of Science 
and Health Mrs. Eddy says: “Science 
shows that material, conflicting mor- 
tal opinions and beliefs emit the ef- 
fects of error at all times, but this 
atmosphere of mortal mind cannot be 
destructive to morals and health 
when it is opposed promptly and per- 
sistently by Christian Science. Truth 
and Love antidote this mental mi- 
asma, and thus invigorate and sustain 
existence.” It must not be under- 
stood from this, however, that a men- 
tal miasma may be encouraged and 
then nullified by Christian Science. 

Mrs, Eddy summarizes the matter 
in a statement which has been help- 
ful and redemptive to many of her 
followers, It may be found on page 
392 of Science and Health; and it 
reads: “Stand porter at the door of 
thought. Admitting only such eon- 
clusions as you wish realized is 
bodily results, you will control your- 
self harmoniously.” 


A Burmese Home 


Above Akouk-taung the river is 
flanked by hills on both its banks, 
and in the vista between lies Prome, 
a dark headland protruding into the 
waters. 

The city upon nearer approach 
presents an attractive appearance. 
Its green banks are shaded by an 
avenue of trees, each of which is a 
beautiful object in itself.... All 
along the west, the sky line is broken 
by a range of hills, whose slopes are

A few paces bring one to the 
bazaar... . Outside, under the green 
boughs of the gold mohur and the 
padouk, there is a colony of large 
yellow umbrellas fixed in the soil, 
under which there sit the fruit and 
vegetable dealers, driving a brisk 
trade. They love. . to sit out here 
in the fresh morning, and willingly 
take their chance of sun and rain. 
Laughter and joy are in the air, 
cheeriness is writ on the faces of 
the passers-by, there is colour in 
every detail. ... The long aisles of 


stalls are tenanted by the prettiest 
girls of Prome. They come here in 
the early mornings one by one, and 


open their stalls, shaking their Silks 


to the light, till the whole rich in- 
terior is filled with the shimmer of 
the beautiful fabric; with the glint of 
pink and green pawas, of gorgeous 
gaungbaungs, of layers of many-hued 
putsoes ranged in order on the 
shelves, and coils of the soft raw 
silk, vivid and beautiful... . 
Outside, the roads are lined with 
rich avenu of trees, and houses, 
most of which are neat and attrac- 
tive. Flowers are grown in front of 
the doorways; here a cluster of 
roses, there a line of pink and yellow 
balsams. In front of one house, mak- 
ing a cool green screen between it 
and the road, is a trellis work of 
posts, covered with the betel vine. 
It is the house of Saya Pah, maker 
of the gold lacquer-ware for which 
his town is famed. It is lifted high 
on posts, and he meets me at the foot 
of his stairs, shekoing on his knees. 
I cannot discover any servility in 
the attitude or in the action as he 
performs it. It seems to me sug- 
gestive only of good manners.... 
His daughter, a pretty girl of sixteen, 
jaughingly shakes hands—BEnglish 
fashion... . Pan, the wife of 
the Saya, meets us. There is no 
mystery in a Burmese house, and the 
Saya welcoming me within, takes me 
beyond this room into another, nar 
rower but more cheerful, in which 


he works at his art. A Burmese harp, 


worked in with a graceful pattern in 


black and gold, is on the stocks, and 


beyond it there is a karaweik bird, 
glinting with fresh mosaic. The old 
man, stooping to show respect, ex- 
plains that the body of the harp is 
cut from the padouk tree, and the 
curving bow of it from the acacia 
catechu, The sounding board is of 
varnishe.] deer-skin, and the strings 
are of twisted silk! Tea tables for

THE DESERT SONG 


Harold Lloyd’ s New Picture

NEW YORK, Jan. 22—Rialto The- 
ater, “The Kid Brother,” a motion 
picture, directed by Ted Wild for 
Paramount. 

Harold Lloyd scores again with 
“The Kid Brother.” But then, it is 
dificult to imagine this popular 


screen star doing otherwise. Ever 
since he jumped into the stellar 
class he has succeeded in turning 
out one hit after another, with the 
exception of a tasteless concoction 
called “Hot Water,” which I happen 
to know did not suit him personally 
any more than it did certain other 
picture authorities. While “The Kid 
Brother” is crammed with constantly 
amusing comedy “gags,” yet it moves 
softly and with much the circum- 
spection of a seriously considered 
genre study. 

This film is far from being the 
cyclonic festival of mirth that Mr. 
Lloyd offered in “The Freshman,” 
yet it is just as appealing and en- 
tertaining. It deals with the type of 
character that made his “Grandma's 
Boy” so delightful, wherein human 
limitations are deliciously trans- 
formed by circumstantial prompt- 
ings into fountains of strength and 
valor; and so the timorous kid 
brother of this tale, long submerged 
by the large masculinity of his father 
and brothers, is brought to the sur- 
face to be instrumentally the salva- 
tion of his betters. The action oc- 
curs in a west coast rural commu- 
nity where the Hickory family has 
provided sheriffs and moral stand- 
ards from time immemorial, anc the 
story centers about the recovery of 
stolen funds intrusted to Hickory 
pere, and the devotions of Hickory 
flls to a wandering “medicine show” 
maiden.. 

Seldom has a film been provided 
with such a stream of fresh and con- 
sistent comedy construction. “The 
Kid Brother” argues the diligent 
ministrations of a large board of 
nimble-wits. From the time he 
mounts branch by branch into the 
upper: regions of a convenient tree 
to better wave farewell to the van- 
ishing maid of his affections, to the 
long and elaborately maneuvered se- 
quence og, board the abandoned 
schooner, where he vanquishes the 
robbers and caps the climax of newly 
found abilities, the picture is a long 
cinematic frolic. 

Mr. Lloyd characterizes the part 
of young Hickory with fine discre- 
tion, keeping the réle wholly within 
the bounds of the story, and inform- 
ing each scene with full emotional 
play. It is easily the finest piece of 
acting he has given to the screen, 
and the fine continuity and atmos- 
pheric conditioning of the picture 
does him and his staff large credit. 
Jobyna Ralston makes the girl of the 
story an attractive figure, and Walter 
James, Leo Willis and Olin Francis 
make a magnificently formidable trio 
of Hickorys. Constantine Romanoff, 
Eddie Boland, Frank Lanning and 
Ralph Yearsley are the other fea- 
tured members of the cast. The 
photography is of a rare beauty, 
recording with commendable sim- 
plicity each scene, but enveloping 
the whole in as glamorous tonalities 
as I have met with in some time. The 
picture has been handled intelli- 
gently from a compositional angle, 
and it should prove, with all these 
benefits, to be another gold gnine for 
Mr. Lloyd. R. F.

Reserves Inereased 


Further evidence of the conservative 
policy is contained in the surplus ac- 
count.

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STATE BANK OF SOVIET RUSSIA 
SHOWS REMARKABLE GROWTH 


In Five Years Its Current Accounts Have Increased From 
27,300,000 Rubles to 800,800,000 Rubles 


MOSCOW (Special Correspondence) | 
—The Soviet State Bank has just 
celebrated the fifth anniversary of its 
establishment. In its growth and de- 
velopment, it is claimed that the 
barometer of Russia's economic prog- 
ress under the new economic policy 
can be seen. On Jan. 1, 1922; two or 
three months after the bank was 
opened, itscurrent accounts amounted 
to 27,300,000 rubles. The correspond- 
ing figure for Oct. 1, 1926, was 800,- 
800,000 rubles. Its loans show an 
even more striking growth, from 6,- 
900,000 rubles to 1,918,300,000 rubles. 
At the time when the State Bank was 
founded Russia's only currency con- 
sisted of intrinsically worthless and 
rapidly depreciating paper. Today 
the State Bank has in circulation 
910,000,000 rubles worth of bank- 
notes, or chervontal; and these notes 
constitute the bulk of the Soviet 
currency, 

The Creation of the chervonetz 18 
generally regarded as the most im- 

rtant achievement of the State 
Bank. These banknotes are pro- 
tected by a legal regulation to the 
effect that they must be covered up 
to 26 per cent of their face value by 
gold, precious metals and stable for- 


the State Bank. In addition they 
must be covered to the rest of their 
value by sound and easily negotiable 
securities. 

At the present time the value of 
the gold, precious metals and foreign 
currency which serve as a guaranty 
for the chervonetz is 247,500,000 
rubles, 27.6 per cent of the value of 
the chervontzi in circulation. 

Too Liberal Note Emission 


One serious mistake of Soviet 
financial policy was a too liberal 
emission of chervontzi in the autumn 
of 1925, in the mistaken expectation 
of a huge zupply of grain for export. 

Prof. A. Manullov, a fluanclal ex- 
pert, gave the following interpreta- 
tion of the significance of the cher- 
vonetz: 


„The experience of the State Bank 
as a bank of issue has shown that 
a banknote. which is not subject to 
exchange for gold, but which is guar- 
anteed by the presence of gold in the 
bank of issue, can be turned into a 
medium of monetary exchange and 
acquire sufficient stability, provided 
certain indispensable conditions are 
observed. The first of these condi- 
tions ig that the rye oe must be 
issued only for the needs of trade 
turnover and not to cover budget 
deficits.” 

The premier, A. I. Rykov, who dis- 
cussed the fifth anniversary of the 
State Bank in an interview, took oc- 
casion to point out the defects as well 
as the good sides of its work. Credit, 
he sald, was still too dear; the banks 
still had to work out a correct policy 
of dealing with private, as distin- 
guished from state business enter- 
prises; finally, the deposits in the 
banks did not by any means represent 
all the available surplus capital in 
the country. 

Wage-Earnuers’ Deposits 

The last point raised by the pre- 
mler explains the attention which is 
now being paid to the work of the 
little savings banks or “sberegateini 
kassi,” which attempt to attract the 


modest deposits of the wage-earning 
classes, 

Eleven per cent of the savings- 
bank deposits belong to workers and 
only 2.4 per cent to peasants, who 
constitute the majority of the Rus- 
sian population. 

Money and banking almost disap- 
peared in Russia during the stormy 
first years of the Revolution. At this 
time private trade was forbidden; 
wages were paid in rations of 
and clothing and the users of money 
were few and comparatively unim- 
portant. The adoption of the New 
Keonomic Policy in the spring of 
1921 brought about, among. other 
changes, the restoration of a reg- 
ular currency and banking system.

MEXICAN LABOR 
TERMED COSTLY 


Opposition to Machinery Is 
Blamed in Report of 
Trade Chambers 


MEXICO CITY (Special Corre- 
spondence) — Quite upsetting all 
popular notions on the subject, the 
Mexican Confederation of Industrial 
Chambers has issued a report which 
declares that the Mexican laborer is 
higher paid than the worker in the 
United States performing the same 
amount of labor. 

It is pointed out that whereas 
workers in the United States, em- 
ployed in a cloth factory, make an 
average of 44 pesos (about $22 in 
American money) a week, while the 
Mexican worker in the same industry 
earns but 15 pesos a week, the former 
is able to care for from 1200 to 1600 
spindles for a period of 11 hours, 
while the Mexican worker handles 
but 400 spindles and works but eight 
hours. 

A further example was given as 
follows: Whereas the American 
factory worker can handle from 16 
to as high as 48 spindles on an auto- 
matic loom, in Mexico, in the ab- 
sence of such modern machinery as 
ia found in the factories of the 
United States, the worker, using the 
hand loom, produces a great deal 
less than the American worker. 

The reason for this large discrep- 
ancy which results in Mexican 
products being higher-priced than 
American products is that modern 
machinery is lacking in Mexico, says 
the report of the Confederation of 
Industriel Chambers. 

Furthermore, all attempts to intro- 
duce such machinery from the 
United States have been unsuccess-| 
ful, it is said, owing to the fact that 
the Mexican worker opposes it, on 
the ground that it will throw him 
out of work. 

The resulting high cost of manu- 
facture, says the report. makes it im- 
possible for Mexican products to 
anywhere with similar 
foreign products. Thus, for example, 
a piece of cloth, 42% yards, made in. 
Mexico, costs about 67 cents in Amer- 
ican currency while exactly the same 
size and quality of cloth can be manu-

LONDON—At the beginning of 
February railway freight charges 
throughout Great Britain will be in- 
creased by about 644 per cent. Com- 
ing at a time when the principal 
industries of the Nation are making 
a heroic struggle to repair the 
damage of six years of slack world 
trade, complicated by the losses of 
the general strike and the coal | 
strike, the effect of the increased | 
charges is being studied with ex- 
traordinary care. Comment from 
practically all lines of business, ex- 
cept the railways themselves, is dis- 
tinctly and strongly adverse to the 
increases, which, however, have been | 
definitely ordered and may be taken 
as a settled policy for the time 
being. | 

Since the end of the war the con- 
ditions under which British rail- 
ways operate have been funda- | 
mentally changed. They are now 
énabled to frame their charges on 
a basis having regard to operating 
expenses. As wage rates and coal 


prices have climbed steadily, md 


railway. companies have experienced 


great difficulty in making any prof- 


its whatever, and the market values 
of their shares and debentures have | 
shown that investors had no too 
great a feeling of confidence in the 
future of the ‘railways. Even as | 
matters stand, road transport. which | 
is easily arranged in a small coun- | 
try possessing good roads, as is the 
case with England, has already 
made serious inroads into the traffic | 
offered for transport. 
Cost of Operating 

As matters have recently stood, 
the companies have been operating | 
with costs 160 per cent aliove 1914, 
while earnings have been about 150 
per cent of that year. The companies 
at one time cut their rates below 
cost, believing that the increased 
stimulation of business would more 
than make up for the loss, but that 
hoped-for increase of business was 
not realized. 

One railway expert, writing in the 
Observer, says: “The irony of the 
situation lies in the fact that the 
authors of railway grouping, which 
was imposed on the companies 
against their will, definitely prom- 
ised economies ranging up to 250, 
000,000 a year, the benefit of which 
was to be passed on to the public in 
the shape of lower charges.” 

Sir Josiah Stamp. president of 
the London, Midland & Scottish Rail- 
way, one of the four great groups, 
has the following to say concerning 
the increases: “Amalgamation has 
not saved much in labor, though it 
has saved enormously in clerical 
staffs and salaries. This, however, 
has been entirely lost owing to our 
greatly increased coal bill and other 
added expenditures. Coal distribu- 
tion in small quantities has also 
added to our difficulties We have, 
during recent years, been living on 
our reserves, and ‘there is no pros- 
pect of making the standard revenue 
even with a revival of trade—with- 
out making the increase. 

“We appreciate fully that if there 
is a falling off in the use of the rail- 
ways we are the first to-suffer; as 
trade increases therefore, so lower 
rates are bound to follow. There 
must be co-operation always between 
the railway companies and the trade 
of the country. Their inferests are 
inseparable. 

Coal Is Chief Factor 


“But you cannot get permanent 
improvement if the interests of the 
shareholders are not at the same 
time borne in mind. because their 
capital is essential to any develop- 
ment. We feel that the situation on 
the railways has ereatly improved, 
in many réspects.

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EDITORIALS 


The announcement by the Department of 
State of the United States that the Lausanne 
Treaty, rejected by the 
Senate last week, would 
be presented to the Sen- 
ate of the next Congress 
suggests a policy of defi- 
ance which probably is 
not seriously intended. 
The treaty has been 
debated both in the Sen- 
ate and in the press with a degree of exhaustive- 
ness perhaps never before approached. It is 
unfortunately true that the Senate debates, 
being held in executive session, are not avail- 
able for the information of the public. But the 
activity of both friends and foes of the treaty, 
and the sharp alignment of propagandists on 
either side have given the people unusual 
ee for forming an intelligent judg- 
ment, 

Whether that judgment accords with the 
action of the Senate, no one can tél, So far 
as the opinion of The Christian Science Monitor 
la concerned, it heartily a rejection 
of the treaty, It was, in effect, a replica of the 
treaties forced upon the Kuropean delegates at 
Lausanne by Turkish diplomatists who saw in 
the dissension of the former Allies, and the un- 
willingness of any one of them to maintain ite 
authority by force, an opportunity to exact con- 
cessions which under normal conditions would 
never have been granted, The representatives 
of the United States should never have become 
involved in this precipitate surrender of Europe 
to the Turk. 

It is to be hoped that the State Department 
will undertake the negotiation of a new treaty 
which will correct some of the flaws which 
compelled the rejection of the one negotiated 
at Lausanne. But if the diplomatists are deter- 
mined to try the same case before the Senate 
which will assemble next December the argu- 
ments ought to be made in public that the 
public may better judge of the influences which 
persist in forcing this discredited document 
upon the American Government.

The Canadian Legation will be established at 
Washington, open for public business, it is ex- 
pected, early in Febru- 
ary. The advantage of 
having a Canadian min- 
ister thus in touch with 
the Administration of 
the United States, to give 
direct attention to ques- 
tions affecting Canada, 
should soon become gen- 
erally apparent, Hitherto it has been one of the 
many duties of the Deputy Minister of External 
Affairs, located in Ottawa, to endeavor to keep 
the Canadian Prime Minister in touch with the 
problems of state which might affect Canadian 
interests in the United States, The Prime Min- 
ister is also Minister of External Affairs. 

With the expansion of Canadian trade into 
many countries, the duties of the Department 
of External Affairs are tending to increase, For 
many years, Canada has found it advantageous 
to maintain a Canadian High Commissioner in 
London, whose duties are something like that 
of a Canadian Minister to Great Britain. With- 
out being quite the same as an embassy, which 
is the term applied only to describe the diplo- 
matic establishments of foreign nations, the 
Canadian Building on Trafalgar Square is the 
clearing house for Canadian Government busi- 
ness in the United Kingdom. The Canadian High 
Commissioner is the representative of the 
Canadian Prime Minister, the spokesman for 
Canada in Great Britain. Within recent years 
in France, too, Canadian interests have been 
well taken care of by a Canadian Commissioner. 
There has been no conflict of authority between 
the British Embassy in Paris and the Canadian 
Commissioner’s office. Nor does any well- 
informed observer believe there will be anything 
but harmonious relations between the British 
Embassy and the Canadian Legation in Wash- 
ington. 

The present British Ambassador to the United 
States, Sir Esmé Howard, has cordially indorsed 
the Canadian decision to establish a Canadian 
Legation in Washington. The new Canadian 
Minister, Vincent Massey, is assured of helpful 
co-operation from the British Embassy, The 
Canadian appointment has the hearty approval, 
too, of the British Government and of King 
George V. who is understood to have expressed 
keen Interest in Canada’s new departure in the 
realm of external affairs when he received Mr, 
Massey in audience after the Imperial Confer- 
ence last November, 

From day to day there are minor questions 
arising-—relating to trade and commerce be- 
tween Canada and the United States, customs 
regulations, migration, radiocasting and the like 
—and some larger questions which call for the 
attention of a Canadian Minister at Washing- 
ton, The Canadian Legation should expedite the 
handling of much state business through the 
Department of External Affairs, At the same 
time, the Canadian Minister will find opportunl- 
ties for serving Canada and North America in 
the larger field of international amity, particu- 
larly in promoting good understanding between 
the British and American people. Mr, Massey 
goes to Washington with a high reputation as 
a large-visioned Canadian citizen. He is well 
qualified for the interesting work ahead of him. 
There is every reason to believe that he will 
fill the new post with dignity, prudence and 
first-rate business ability.

It is pointed out that approval has 
been given, unofficially, to forty-two model laws 
which have been found, at least theoretically, to 
be adaptable to conditions in all the states. 
These have been recommended by the two 


organizations named for adoption by the legis-. 


latures of all the states. But of these forty-two, 
it is shown, New York State has adopted only 
eleven. 

It must be agreed that there should be, and 
probably is, as the report referred to claims, 
among the members of the legislatures, the bar, 
and among the public as well, a strong pre- 
sumption in favor of any uniform law adopted 
and approved by the American Bar Association 
and its commission. But it is shown that not- 
withstanding this presumption the states, indi- 
vidually, have been slow in giving to more than 
a few of the proposals the force and effective- 
ness of law. The summary supplied is interest- 
ing. It shows that of the forty-two measures 
thus recommended South Carolina has adopted 
only one, Florida, Georgia, Oklahoma and the 
District of Columbia two, Arkansas, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Missourl, Montana, Nebraska, Ore- 

on and Texas three, Alabama, Kansas and 

orth Carolina four, Colorado, Connecticut, 
Iowa, Maine, Mississippi, New Hampshire, New 
Mexico, Rhode Island and West Virginia five, 
California six, Ohio, Virginia, Washington and 
Wyoming seven, Delaware, Minnesota and 
North Dakota eight, Arizona and Vermont nine, 
Idaho and New York eleven, IIlinois and New 
Jersey twelve, Pennsylvania and South Dakota 
thirteen, Maryland, Michigan and Nevada four- 
teen, Utah and Alaska fifteen, Massachusetts 
sixteen, while only three states have adopted 
more than sixteen. 

Quite naturally, a reason for this delay, inac- 
tion, or indifference, or whatever it may be, is 
sought. It is found that in some of the states 
there already exist laws containing, though in 
somewhat different language, the substantial 
features of many of the uniform laws which 
have been proposed. While it is convincingly 
argued that the advantages which would be 
gained by uniformity should outweigh any 
sense of local or state pride, it is nevertheless 
a fact that some of the proposed measures are 
admittedly inconsistent with policies which have 
heretofore been declared and to which approval 
has been given both by the courts and by public 
opinion. 

But it is undeniable that the more general 
adoption of a uniform code would tend to over- 
come many.of the confusions met by industrial 
and commercial organizations which carry on 
business in the several states. While it is true 
that in many of the states laws now in force 
would have to be repealed or amended, it is 
equally true that in a large number of the states 
no legislation along some of the lines proposed 
has been enacted. The opportunity, as well as 
the need, is apparent for constructive work by 
the bar associations of the different states, They 
should be able to exert a powerful and beneficial 
influence in advancing a worthy cause, Their 
own members usually are prominent in the 
legislatures, and they are looked to by their 
associates to take the initiative in matters of 
this kind. The campaign should be encouraged 
because its purpose is not to induce the passage 
of more laws, but rather, by the adoption of 
comprehensive measures, to reduce the number 
of ineffective and confusing state statutes.

Writ- 
ing in his organ, the 
New, Leader, Mr. Maxton 
defines three groups 
among which he finds British Labor split up. His 
own position he claims is in the center. On one 
side of him, he explains, are right-wing moder- 
ates, like J. Ramsay MacDonald, James H. 
Thomas and J. Robert Clynes. This group, he 
says, desires to advance by constitutional means 
so as “to produce in the long run a Socialist 
system of soelety.“ On the other side of him 
are those who look forward to “a clash between 
the classes, leading to a complete collapse of 
the. [capitalist] system.” The views of this 
section are startling. Mr. Maxton describes them 
as based upon the theory that “in the ensuing 
chaos, cClass-consclous proletarians, acting 
through a dictatorship composed of active, de- 
termined Communists, will selze power and use 
this power to build up the Socialist common- 
wealth and to teach a proletariat who are 
merely class conscious to have Communist con- 
acilousness,”’ 

Mr. Maxton goes on to expound the tenets 
of himself and his followers, which are only 
slightly less revolutionary, His organization, 
„the Independent Labor Party,“ he says, aims 
at securing power by ordinary political means 
through the trade unlons and the co-operative 
movement. “It alms,” he continues, “at insplr- 
ing them with a revolutionary and not a grad- 
uallstle objective.“ It tries to get thelr mass 
enthusiasm behind this united movement, and 
to give it force by making the living income 
for all a primary right of every human being.” 

Mr. Maxton does not in any way conceal the 
nature of the methods he proposes to employ. 
„With such a force and such an aim,“ he says, 
“we believe it possible to make the necessary 
changes through an elected national assembly; 
to suppress by ordinary legal power, backed up 
by labor organization, any attempt at revolt; 
to avoid long-continued suffering to the working 
classes, and to reach a decent, stable, Socialist 
condition quicker than by the other methods.” 

The procedure is thus to be simple. “A living 
income” is to be promised to the operative, irre- 
spective of the work he does, as the reward for 
effecting revolution. The rich are to be com- 
pelled to pay for this, and the resources of the 
state are to be used to “suppress” any opposi- 
tlon they may offer to the work of spoliation. 

Labor moderates do not go.quite so far, Their 
aim, aceording to Mr. Maxton, is only to find 
a constructive method for producing in the long 
run “a Soclaliat system of society.” These mod- 
erates, nevertheless, have admitted Mr. Maxton 
to be a member of their party. They have led 
an avowed revolutioniat to count upon their 
votes for the gaining of his ends. Bishop Gore 


referred to this state of things on January 6, 
when he said to the Labor Co-partnership Asso- 
ciation in London: We are face to face with a 
situation in the industrial world which requires 
a good deal of steady thinking.“ 

British minds may move slowly, and their 
education, stated in pounds, shillings and pence, 
may be expensive—the coal stoppage alone is 
estimated to have cost Britain £500,000,000— 
but they reach conclusions eventually. These 
conclusions are based on considerations of 
peace, freedom and justice. If any party or sec- 
tion of a party allies itself with arguments per- 
manently hostile to these considerations its 
influence can only be ephemeral, for in the end 
it will be found out. Mr. Maxton’s statement 
may thus prove valuable, since it provides infor- 
mation on which public opinion can work.

girls, In the charge there is nothing of novelty, 
But at least this writer has originality in his 
choice of a remedy, 

Not for him recurrence to the days when the 
Christian family circle was the dominant influ- 
ence in forming the character of the young, 
Indeed, he regards the old-time family as “in- 
distinguishable from a convict camp.” Not for 
him education in Christian morality. Two thou- 
sand years of that, he says, have brought us to 
“the greatest of wars, prohibition, fundamental- 
ism and a wave of juvenile crime’’—a curious 
quartet of ‘evils’ indeed. Religion, he finds, 
“can never free itself of superstition.” Educa- 
tion, as it is prescribed, is equally valueless. 

And yet he is not utterly without hope. If 
family influence, early training, education and 
religion all thus fail to equip the youth to play 
a proper part in the world, we may turn for 
enlightenment to ethics. In the domain of ma- 
terial science he professes to find the answer to 
the problem. And that answer is the rejection of 
all that up to a decade ago was held useful in 
the formation of character, and the substitu- 
tion of education in material things, particu- 
larly those branches of information which lead 
mankind to entertain a fear of an all-enveloping 
evil, and to devote itself to an all-compelling 
purpose to win worldly advancement. 

Oddly enough, those who cling to this con- 
ception of the ethical conduct of life seem to 
overlook the fact that the* social conditions 
which they depfore today are due to the very 
slackening of those forces which they would 
wholly abolish, In proportion as the old-time 
family circle ylelds to the attraction of the 
“movie” or the cabaret, we find the manners 
of youth coarsened and vulgarized, With the 
disappearance of parental authority comes gen- 
eral complaint of the license of childhood, 

As the wholesome restraints offtreligion in the 
home and the school are relaxed, the*liberties 
of the “new morality” come to perplex and 
even to shock the elder generation. Is the rem- 
edy, then, to still further reject these ancjent 
safeguards? So the material scientist would 
urge, but with all his learning the materialist 
has still to devise a code of conduct, a creed of 
faith, that will take the place of those he is 80 
eager to reject. 


Editorial Notes 


Prices of commodities in Britain are falling 
slowly from the high levels they reached during 
the Pal stoppage. Figures published by the 
Economist show that they are now 47 per cent 
above prewar rates, compared with 57 per cent 
last September. This is much the same as last 
May, the first month of the strike, when the 
corresponding figure was 49 per cent. It is still 
nearly ten points over the average American 
price level, which, ever since last April, has stood 
almost constantly at or around 38 per cent 
above the prewar average. This means that 
although Britain has managed to keep the ex- 
ternal value of its currency at par since it intro- 
duced the gold standard, it has not yet at all 
completely adjusted its home prices to -corre- 
spond. The difference at present is about 9 
per cent, Until this is adjusted, the British 
exporter remains at a disadvantage, since while 
his costs of production depend largely upon 
home prices, he has to sell his manufactures 
abroad in markets where the money he gets for 
them may have been made artificially scarce,
